CAMPAIGN TO EXTEND

That trio of 
widows in Moab,

Naomi, the mother-in-law, spurred 
by good news of prosperity in her 
old home, planned to return 
to 


Bethlehem. She counseled her dau- 
ghters-in-law, 
Orpah 
and Ruth, 


to remain with their mothers and 
remarry. With tears and repeat- 
ed kisses, Orpah turned back; but 
Ruth oried in 
deathless 
words. 


"Entreat me not to leave thee, and 
to 
return 
from following after 


thee; for whither thou gocst, T 
will go; where thou lodgest. I will 
lodge; thy people shall be my peo- 
ple, and thy God my God." 


That Is a sublime passage 
to 


call to mind when reading cynical 
and sophisticated comments upon 
women's supposed lack of loyalty 
to women.

Go to Your Bank 


If you're a veteran and want 


a GI loan, don't write the Vet- 
erans Administration 
about it. 


The VA lends no money. The 
place to go is your local bank or 
trust company. 


Tell the loan section of yo.ur 


bank that you want to borrow 
money under the GI BUI of Rights 
and show your honorable dis- 
charge. After the loan has been 
made, the VA will guarantee a 
certain portion (not to exceed 
50%) of it. The guarantee simply 
acts as security for the lender and 
thus makes it easier for you to 
get your loan. 


More than 76,000 GI'loans have 


already been made. They repre- 
sent a guarantee commitment of 
almost $133'£ millions. To date 
VA has paid to lenders a sum of 
$42,673 on 51 loans which have 
resulted in claims.

NUERENBERG, March 14.—(/P) 


—Hermann Goering testified be- 
fore the 
International 
military 


tribunal today that he asked Adolf 
Hitler to send help to GeneraliShi- 
mo Francisco Franco during the 
Spanish civil war "to prevent the 
sprcncl of communism and to try 
our young air force experimental 
ly.""At that time," said Goering of 
Nazi intervention In Spain, "I had 
an opportunity to see If we had the 
proper equipment, and I saw to 
it that the personnel got some ex- 
perience. 
"Young men continually went 


and returned." 


Gearing, resuming direct testi- 


mony in his own behalf, 
boasted 


that his luftwaffe was responsible 


for the swift conquest of Poland, ' 
"just as the American alrforce as- 
sured allied victory." 
He confirmed that he 
ordered 


the Nazi aircraft industry to de 
i 


velop a bomber capable of flying 
to the United States and back, In- 
slsting that they do this work "ex- 
pedltiously in case America 
en- 


tered the war." 
The lack of aluminum and tech- 


nological planning caused him to 
forego development of long-range 
four-engine bombers, Goering said. 


He said that in planning the 


air force "I had to ascertain who 
could be the potential opponents 
in the war to start with." 


The luftwaffe was developing jet 


aircraft even before the war, he 
said, adding proudly, "I am solely 
responsible for rearmament of the 
nlr force in every way." 


Gotrlng also accepted "full and 


complete responsibility" for all an- 
ti-Jewish economic decrees which 
bore his signature. 
He told the 


court that although 
he 
received 


many written and verbal orders 
from Hitler to carry out anti-Jewish 
laws, he did "not propose in any
